FOREIGN  AGRICULTURAL  SERVICE  represents  U.S.  farmers  and  the  food  and  agricultural 
sector  abroad  through  a  network  of  overseas  offices.  FAS  collects,  analyzes,  and  disseminates 
information  about  global  supply  and  demand,  trade  trends,  and  market  opportunities.  FAS 
seeks  improved  market  access  for  U.S.  products;  administers  export  financing  and  market 
development  programs;  provides  export  services;  carries  out  food  aid  and  market-related 
technical  assistance  programs;  and  provides  linkages  to  world  resources  and  international 
organizations. 

RISK  MANAGEMENT  AGENCY  improves  the  economic  stability  of  agriculture  by  providing 
producers  a  sound  system  of  crop  Insurance.  Federal  crop  insurance  covers  losses  due  to 
unavoidable  causes  such  as  drought,  excessive  moisture,  hail,  wind,  frost,  insects,  and  disease. 
Currently  62  major  crops  are  Insurable.  Crop  insurance  is  available  from  crop  insurance  agents 
and  certain  Farm  Service  Agency  offices.  Insurance  protection  must  be  purchased  prior  to  sales 
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closing  dates  that  vary  by  crop  and  region.

AGRICULTURAL  RESEARCH  SERVICE  conducts  mission-oriented  research  to  insure  adequate 
protection  of  food  and  agricultural  products  to  meet  nutritional  and  other  needs  of  American 
consumers  in  the  animal  and  plant  sciences,  including  disease  and  pest  controls,  soil  and  water 
conservation,  postharvest  processing  and  storage  of  commodities,  safety  of  food,  human 
nutrition,  and  Integration  of  agricultural  systems.  In  addition,  ARS  measures  food  consumption 
and  dietary  levels  of  the  population;  develops  standard  reference  tables  on  the  nutritive  values 
of  foods;  and  develops  and  cooperates  with  others  In  the  development  of  materials  to  aid  the 
public  in  meeting  dietary  needs,  with  emphasis  on  good  nutrition,  appropriate  cost,  palatabillty, 
safety,  avoiding  food  waste,  and  conserving  energy.  ARS  also  operates  the  U.S.  National 
Arboretum  in  Washington,  DC.,  and  the  National  Agricultural  Library  (NAL)  in  Beltsville,  MD. 
NATIONAL  AGRICULTURAL  LIBRARY  provides  information  on  agricultural  research  and  related 
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subjects  to  scientists,  educators  and  farmers  using  computer  data  bases;  coordinates  and  is 
primary  resource  for  national  network  of  state  land  grant  university  and  field  libraries;  and 
serves  as  the  U.S.  center  for  the  international  agriculture  information  system. 

COOPERATIVE  STATE  RESEARCH,  EDUCATION,  AND  EXTENSION  SERVICE  is  pledged  to 
meeting  the  country's  needs  for  research  knowledge  and  educational  programs  that  will  enable 
people  to  make  better  informed  decisions.  Through  partnership  with  the  system  of  State 
Agricultural  Experiment  Stations  (SAES),  land-grant,  other  colleges  and  universities  along  with 
other  public  and  private  research  and  education  organizations,  CSREES  is  USDA's  principal  link 
to  the  university  system  for  the  initiation  and  development  of  agricultural  research  and 
education  programs.  CSREES  is  the  federal  partner  in  the  Cooperative  Extension  System,  a 
nationwide  public-funded  nonformal  education  network  that  combines  the  expertise  and 
resources  of  Federal,  State,  and  local  governments  through  USDA,  103  land-grant  universities, 
and  3,150  county  Extension  units.  CSREES  also  administers  the  National  Research  Initiative,  a 
competitively  awarded  grants  program  targeted  to  fundamental  and  mission-linked  research  and 
the  Fund  for  rural  America,  a  competitive  research,  education  and  extension  grant  program. 
ECONOMIC  RESEARCH  SERVICE  conducts  research  in  domestic  and  foreign  agricultural 
economics;  analyzes  factors  affecting  agriculture,  farm  productivity,  financing,  use  of  resources 
and  potentials  of  rural  areas;  evaluates  marketing  potentials  and  development  and  marketing 
costs;  studies  U.S.  trade  in  agricultural  products  and  the  role  of  agriculture  in  economic 
development  of  other  nations;  and  reports  situation  and  outlook,  commodity  projections,  price 
spreads,  and  analysis  of  U.S.  farm  commodity  programs.  Office  of  Energy  coordinates  USDA's 
energy  policy,  including  all  issues  dealing  with  agricultural  energy  use  and  agricultural  impacts 
of  energy  development  and  use;  coordinates  the  energy  activities  of  all  USDA  agencies;  and 
identifies  information  resource  personnel  in  other  agencies. 

NATIONAL  AGRICULTURAL  STATISTICS  SERVICE  NASS  conducts  monthly  and  annual 
surveys  and  prepares  official  USDA  data  and  estimates  of  production,  supply,  prices,  and  other 
information  necessary  to  maintain  orderly  agricultural  operations.  Through  the  Agricultural 
Statistics  Board,  about  400  National  reports  are  released  to  the  public  every  year  with  estimates 
covering  about  120  crops  and  45  livestock  items.  NASS  also  conducts  the  census  of  agricul¬ 
ture  which  is  currently  done  every  5  years.  The  current  census  of  agriculture  is  being  con¬ 
ducted  during  1998.  Data  from  the  census  will  be  available  in  print  and  electronically  in  early 
1999.  The  census  is  a  complete  accounting  of  U.S.  agricultural  production  and  the  only  source 
of  uniform,  comprehensive  agricultural  data  for  every  county  in  the  Nation.  The  1997  census 
will  contain  data  on  land  use  and  ownership,  operator  characteristics,  crops,  machinery  and 
equipment,  livestock,  fertilizer,  poultry,  chemicals,  market  value  of  products,  energy  expendi¬ 
tures,  irrigated  land,  production  expenses,  type  of  organization,  farm  programs,  and  corporate 
structure.

USDA's  Rural  Development  mission  area  helps  to  overcome  the  problems  and  fulfill  the  promise 
of  rural  America.  Rural  Development  programs  improve  the  quality  of  life  for  rural  residents  by 
creating  quality  housing,  a  vibrant  rural  business  sector  and  by  ensuring  that  rural  areas  are 
served  by  utilities  and  the  Information  Superhighway.  This  USDA  mission  area  is  comprised  of 
the  RURAL  BUSINESS-COOPERATIVE  SERVICE  (RBS),  RURAL  HOUSING  SERVICE  (RHS), 
RURAL  UTILITIES  SERVICE  (RUS),  and  the  OFFICE  OF  COMMUNITY  DEVELOPMENT  (OCD). 
RBS'  emphasis  is  on  making  loan  guarantees  or  direct  loans  for  projects  that  preserve  or  create 
quality  jobs  and/or  promote  a  clean  rural  environment.  The  Cooperative  Services  program  of 
RBS  provides  technical  assistance,  research  and  educational  materials  to  strengthen  the 
Nation's  rural  cooperatives  and  to  help  develop  new  cooperatives.  RHS  provides  loans  and 
grants  that  help  more  than  65,000  moderate-,  low-,  or  very-low-income  families  secure  quality 
housing  each  year.  The  Community  Facilities  Loan  program  of  RHS  builds  or  Improves  facilities 
that  provide  health  care,  public  safety  or  other  vital  public  services  in  rural  communities.  RUS 
helps  to  finance  electric,  telecommunications,  water  and  wastewater  facilities  that  serve  rural 
areas.  The  RUS  distance  learning  and  medical  link  programs  offer  improved  education  and 
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health  services  to  isolated  rural  areas.  OCD  administers  the  Rural  Empowerment  Zones  and 
Enterprise  Communities  program,  which  provides  revitalization  for  economically  depressed  rural 
areas.

OFFICE  OF  THE  CHIEF  ECONOMIST  advises  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  policies  and 
programs  affecting  U.S.  agriculture  and  rural  areas,  and  informs  the  Secretary  on  related 
economic  developments.  The  Office  also  Is  a  focal  point  for  farm  labor  and  sustainable 
development  issues  within  USDA.  Units  under  the  OCE  coordinate  the  Department's  work  in 
economic  forecasting,  risk  analysis,  global  climate  change,  energy  policy,  and  new  uses  of  farm 
products. 

WORLD  AGRICULTURAL  OUTLOOK  BOARD  coordinates  USDA's  supply  and  use  commodity 
forecasts  and  agricultural  situation  and  outlook  forecasts,  issues  monthly  U.S.  and  world  supply 
and  demand  estimates;  leads  department  meteorology  and  remote  sensing  activities;  assesses 
the  impact  of  weather  on  agriculture;  and  coordinates  USDA's  annual  Outlook  Forum.  The 
Board  operates  a  Joint  Agricultural  Weather  Facility  with  the  National  Weather  Service. 

OFFICE  OF  RISK  ASSESSMENT  AND  COST-BENEFIT  ANALYSIS  reviews  and  approves  risk 
assessments  and  cost-benefit  analyses  associated  with  major  human  health,  safety,  and 
environmental  regulations.  It  also  serves  as  a  focal  point  for  risk  assessment  issues  and 
methods  in  USDA. 

GLOBAL  CHANGE  PROGRAM  OFFICE  serves  as  USDA's  focal  point  for  climate  change  Issues 
affecting  agriculture,  rural  areas,  and  forestry.  The  Office  coordinates  global  change  issues 
among  five  USDA  agencies  and  acts  as  a  liaison  to  other  governmental  bodies. 

OFFICE  OF  ENERGY  POLICY  AND  NEW  USES  provides  economic  analysis  on  energy  policy 
issues,  coordinates  USDA  energy-related  activities  within  and  outside  the  Department,  and 
studies  the  feasibility  of  new  uses  of  agricultural  products.
